The following slalcmcnts have been prepared by the executive of the Student Veterans' Soc- 
iety and arc issued to inform llic members of tlie actual conditions of their society. The executive 
intends to, and will operate on a non-partison basis, and feels very strongly that the following facts, 
should be known by all student veterans at McG ill. . 

The state of the society, wlicn turned over to us, was riot what we had hoped it would be. In 
brief, the condition of the records and activities was inadequate in many cases and confusing in 
others, and still requires clarification in some important respects. 

Scanty recordd were kcj)t of executive meetings; the financial report required an accountant 
who has not as yet been able to straighten it out; two of our cheques iiad been returned marked 
"insufficient funds"; Uni Vet had been completely neglected; a newspaper which is believed to be 
a propaganda organ for the Labour Progressive Party had been offered a list of the names and 
addresses of the society members; resolutions were forwarded to outside authorities without gen- 
eral approval, and insufficient records of telegrams and letters dispatched were cither not 
kept or not turned over to the new executive; constitutional amendments were not entered in the 
official copy of the Constitution filed in the lilcGili Union.

STATEMENT OF POLICY 
In view of the conditions report- 
ed, wc the members of the present 
executive wish to advise the. vet- 
eraiu of -McGill that the following 
represents our opinion as to the 
future of the Student Veterans* So- 
ciety, and the functions which it 
should perform.

HOUSING: 

That the Housing Director should 
continue his activities, assisted by 
the Housing Committee, to aid stu- 
dent veterans, first in locating ac- 
commodation, and secondly, in ob- 
taining cheaper accommodation 
whdre possible. 
E»n»LOTftiÉNTr 

That Unl-Vet Enterprises ' Asso- 
ciation be encouraged to find part- 
time , emploj-ment for student vet- 
erans; until such time as the Uni» 
versity authorities set up the pro- 
posed employment service; and 
that student representatives be ac- 
corded a position on the policy- 
making t>ody 'responsible for the 
university employment service. 
(Appointments to Unl-Vet have al- 
ready been made, and it will be 
in operation on November 18.) 
FINANCIAL 

That the executive seek action 
on the following: 

1 A comuter's allowance for vet- 
erans living at Peterson andpthers 
not located within reasonable dis 
tance of the University. 

2 That the executive give gen- 
eral assistance to veterans in the 
presentation of their applications 
to the Student-Veteran Loan Board 
for loans, which are now available 
to student veterans who without 
such financial assistance, could 
not complete their educational 
courses. . 

3, That representations should 
be made to have the regulations 
changed so that veterans with war 
pensions resulting from physical 
disabilities shall receive the reg- 
ular university training grants and 
not^)- be^déprlvçd ^.o( any .i part of

A joint meeting of the McGill 
Political Economy Clulî and the In- 
ternational Relations Club heard 
professor B. S. Kelrstead, Dow 
Professor of Economics, discuss the 
subject of power in modern so- 
ciety. 

He slated that at the present time 
in Western Society there exists two 
economic forces, trade unions and 
a second 'group which ' he termed 
trusts. The economic conflict be- 
tween these two groups threatens 
the moral basis of our existing 
economic structure and unless this 
conflict can be resolved by gov- 
ernments, wo are faced with .the 
prospect of the absolute state ex- 
ercising naked power.

.ire High Schools, which prepare 
debaters rather than Jurists, tech- 
nicians rather than doctors or 
savants. Tliis conception, said to be 
American, -is not' knew. In spite 
of the division of the Sciences, and 
of that work which needs special- 
ists, it is "nevertheless the concept 
of BARBARIANS, a concept which 
ignores the man of broad ideas, 
and of enlightened knowledge, the 
man whoso common sense is serv- 
ed by a disciplined mind, exact, yet 
open. He combines the utilitarian 
mind of the strict specialist with 
tho common sense of the true 
savant. 

L(kc the great Universities of 
Europe, those of Paris, of Louvaln, 
of, Friborg, of Rome.: which have 
taken and advanced, the humanism 
of - tiic universities of ancient 
Greece, this University must take 
up, on American soil, the tradi- 
tions of Occidental humanism, and 
must carry them on, ^advancing 
them even farther than^thc Euro- 
pean universities, now paralyzed 
by^the aftermath of War. 

'Might it not be one day its des- 
tiny to realize a humanism which 
would balance the Oriental and 
Occidental traditions on this new 
continent, which may yet see the 
Junction of the two worlds. 

To achieve maturity the Univer- 
sity needs physical facilities but, 
above all, it needs teachers who 
arc competent and devoted to their 
work, and students who are dili- 
gent and curious.

Theologians Define 
Women's Opportunities ^ 

Toronto, November 14.— (CUP)— 
At a meeting of the United College 
parliamentary it was upheld by a 
vote of 36 to 16 that "Women can 
have, chivalry from, or equality 
with, men, and not both." 

It was maintained that women 
cannot have both chivalry and 
equality under the present system 
of economics, political and inter- 
national behavior. Man was always 
prepared to fight but never to sur- 
render to gain praise. It was also 
ruled that courtesy and' chivalry 
were two different things. 

'Chivalry is Man's inclination tc 
protect women from everyone but 
himself," said speaker for the op' 
position. "Women as human beings 
with equal intelligence must br 
granted common courtesy, and at 
the same time equality, in all 
things." • . 



Gordon Campbell, Canadian Exe- 
cutive Secretary otji|the6Ihterna- 
tlonal Students Scrvlce''arrlved at 
McGill yesterday for a short visit. 
He will address the members of the 
Students Council, representatives 
of Campus Clubs and all students 
interested in internationalism gen- 
erally and the I.S.S. In particular, 
at 5 o'clock today in the Union 
Ballroom. 

Mr. Campbell with eight other 
Canadian delegates made a tour of 
Europe this summer investigating 
Student Conditions in many. coun- 
tries. During this tour he made 
many personal contacts with' for- ■ 
mer prisoners of war, members of 
the underground and soldiers of the 
liberating armies; and he has thus 
acquired a very extensive knowl- 
edge of present conditions on the 
continent. While in Europe he also 
attended an I.S.S. Conference at 
Cambridge University, which con- 
cerned itself with the problems of 
the student in the postwar world. 

Born In Medicine Hat, Alberta, 
Gordon Campbell has had a career 
which aptly fits him for the posi- 
tion he holds with the I.S.S. At 
High School he was president of 
the Student Society, and very in- 
terested in all student activities. Ob- 
taining his A.T.C.M. in piano and 
organ at the age of seventeen, he 
then moved on to the Calgary Nor- 
mal School, where -he- was -again 
president of the Student Society 
and an able debater. 

After graduation he taught in a 
small country school for two years 
and then was called on to take 
over the principalship of a larger 
school in Monarch. From there he 
proceeded to the university of 
British Columbia where he hon- 
oured in economics and took an 
active part in the International 
Students Service at that college as 
well as taking time out to be pre- 
sident ,of the Arts Undergraduate 
Society and a member of the Stud- 
ent Council. During the war he ser- 
ved in the Navy where he saw duty', 
aboard a Canadian corvette and 
frigate. Aftcn discharge he spent 
a year in Post Graduate Studies at 
the U. of T. where he Joined the 
executive of the Canadian branch 
%t the I.S.S. 

In Europe, Mr. Campbell remark- 
ed that he was particularly im- 
pressed by the spirit of tolerance 
and cooperation of the British, 
who, even although their own food 
ration had been considerably cut 
since the war, were nevertheless 
trying hard to set aside a certain 
amount for the relief of famine in 
Germany, and were also putting

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ISS & One World 

The theory of One World can only exist if 
men and women everywhere feel and think in 
terms of^ such a unified global relation. That 
students play a most important role in this dc^ 
finition goes without saying, for nowhere do we" 
find greater opportunity to realiie how small 
and interdependent is our world then at the uni- 
versity. To further the goal of a One World 
idea we must have the cooperation of students 
generally and strive to sec that they think and 
plan on an international scale. 

An organiratiou which has done much to 
foster the idea of internationalism without re- 
sorting to political or religious theories is the 
International Students Service, known more 
commonly as ISS— an organization which has 
come to be a very important rcprcscntntivc of 
Canadian and American students in Europe 
through the medium of a large-scale relief pro- 
gram during the war. For tlie past few years, the 
Sen'luc— and it is just that— has distributed 
food and books to their fellow-students in the 
not-so-fortunate areas in Europe and China; 
now, the plan is to aid materially in the rebirth 
of educational and health standards of our fel- 
lows in those countries so that, in turn, wc may 
benefit by the exchange of ideas, friendships and 
scholarships. 

Every student is a potential member of ISS. 
Today, the hope of thfc Canadian committee is to 
rouse interest in internationat affairs via inter- 
national relations clubs. McGill is fortunate in 
having such an organization well settled on the 
campus. From this starting point, the aim h to 
go on and set up a service whereby Canadian 
students can correspond with any student in any 
university anywljcro in Iho world where ISS 
e.\ists. While this may be considered minimal in 
importanroJtJs just by such friendships and e.\- 
changes 6f 'ideas and hopes that common under- 
standings are realized and an appreciation of the 
"foreign" way built up. 

Canada has an organization with similar 
aims in JsTCUS — but without the international 
scale and the ready mechanism. If both are to 
survive it should be the intention of NFCUS to 
ally itself with ISS and to serve as an outlet and 
iM^a complement to ISS. Perhaps such a rcaliza- 
[iion^can be instituted at the Christmas confer- 
ence of the Federation. 

McGill students are being given an excellent 
opportunity to learn and to understand the basis 
of ISS this afternoon when the Canadian Execut- 
ive Secretary, Gordon Campbell, presents some 
views and personal experiences in a talk in the 
ballroom. Mr. Campbell is well qualified for 
such a talk, having toured Europe this past sum- 
mer investigating student conditions. He is quite 
emphatic that ISS will remain non-political and 
non-religious in nature, for only in tliat way can 
it exi.sl and serve the students in ev.ery country 
in the best way. 

As McGill has no committee to represent ISS, 
this afternoon's meeting may well serve to set 
up a gVoup working for the service on behalf of 
local undergraduates. A Roncl turnout will be tho 
best means of demonstratinE a sincere interest 
in thinking intemationaly— the only way for a 
lasting peace.

The fifth winter series of the Little Symphony 
of Montreal will open at the Hermitage, Cote des 
Neiges Road, on Tuesday evening.'

The program will be as follows; Overture to 
Mozart's opera "II Seraglio", Romance in F major 
for Violin, and Orchestra by Beethoven, Suite from 
the Incidental Music to Maelerlinck's pl8y^"Pelleas 
and Melisan()e" by Sibelius.

Sir Arnold, who is one of the most outstanding 
of the elder generation of British musicians, wrote 
his Quartet in G major in 1918, the first of two 
in his small but important contribution to contem- 
porary chamber music. 

The Seven Last Words of Christ is astringquartet 
arrangement made by Haydn himself from Good 
Friday music he composed for the great cathedral 
at Cadiz in Spain. It is regarded as one of the un- 
usual novelties in the chamber music repertory and, 
although extremely beautiful, very rarely given per- 
formance.

An exhibition of etchings and wood engravings 
of George Rouault, the famous French artist, is being 
featured at the Art Gallery, from November 8 to 
November 20.

POLITICAL COMMENT 



The Mock Parliament held last 
week was distinguished . for two 
things— the excellent behaviour 
and the obvious sincerity and capa- 
bilities of most students. The final 
vote was so close, however, with a 
majority of a mere two, that I am 
prompted to.seek^larifIca^on.The 
bill under diiîeussiôn was not a 
test case. Neither socialism nor pri- 
vate enterprise was on trial. .The 
bill proposing the nationalization 
of tiie Aluniinum Company of Can- 
ada should - have been considered 
on its own merits. Three parties 
did this, the fourth did not. 

Soon after the debate opened it 
was obvious that the Progressive 
Conservative Party had deserted 
Reason. The speeches of that party 
distinguished themselves for their 
futility. It was a party incapable of 
seeing anyone else's viewpoint but 
its own. Never once did they de- 
fine the party concept of what 
constitutes a monopoly; never once 
did they define the position of the 
party toward the Aluminum Com- 
pany of Canàda. ' They did their 
best to villify democratic socialism 
with vague references to Fascism 
and National Socialism. I suggest 
to them that the philosophies of 
those two parties are no more 
analogous to the philosophy 'of so- 
cialism than to the philosophy of 
liberalism: 

The comparison is so far removed 
from reality as to be ridiculous. 
By some vague process of* reason- 
ing they argued that socialism must 
inevitably lead to dictatorship. By 
the same illogical process' of 
reasoning I am entitled to con- 
clude that capitalism must inev- 
itably lead to anarchy. Professor 
ifayek's little book, "The Road to 
Serfdom," was seriously over- 
worked here, I fear. Neither the 
New Zealand nor the Australian 
Labour Parties appear to have 
usurped the freedom of the people, 
and strangely enough continue to 
retain the confidence of the people. 

The Conservatives are anxious to 
repudiate the suggestion that they 
represent capitalism. They elo- 
quently plead the cause of free- 
dom, young men with Initiative 
and "untramnticlled, unfettered pri- 
vate enterprise!" Yet it Is not so 
many years ago that they pleaded 
the inalienable right of every indi- 
vidual to start Avork at six years 
of age, and to work 16 hours a day! 
Today wc find their programme of 
action bankrupt of original and con- 
structive ideas. 

One wondered If there is not an 
International Comintern of the 
Conservative Parly located at 
Westminster. Every speech was an 
echo of Winston Churchill's voice 
crying out for untrammelled, un- 
fettered private enterprise, while 
he himself remains "a romantic 
relic of the 18th century imperial- 
ism." The Conservatives must re- 
alize;: the serious problems , eon- 
fronting our country's government. 
This is no time for idle chatter- 
ing." Every party must closely 
examine its attitude toward such 
basic questions as were discussed 
at the Mock Parliament Not to do 
so is not merely folly, it is treason 
tantamount to sabotaging future 
Canadian prosperity and happiness. 
The McGill Progressive Conserva- 
tive Party would do well to eluci- 
date Its attitude towards such mat- 
ters, Instead of confusing them by 
irresponsible and unacademic char- 
latanry. 

The Liberal Party voiced Its crlU- 
cism of the bill by poiiiting out 
that it was not opposed in prin- 
ciple to nationalization. It recog- 
nized the existence of the Alumi- 
num Company of Canada as a 
monopoly, and advocated curtail- 
ment of its activities by means of a 
fiscal policy. Th6 essence of this 
policy seems to be that the govern- 
ment will allow a monopoly a set 
rate of profit on çach imit of pro- 
duction, and to tax them in such « 
manner that unless they maintain 
full production,' their profits will 
b» so small as to maice continuation 
of the business Impractical. The 
tacit assumption underlying this 
thesis seems to be one of a flexible 
price control, geared to changing 
conditions. This is in no way a 
problem, however. The task of ad- 
ministration would involve, it seems 



to me, the continued existence of 
a board of government Inspectors 
similar to our W.P.T.B. No private 
monopoly can be trusted to admin- 
ister, to the country's needs with- 
out rigid supervision of their ac- 
counts, thus involving both the 
company and the government In 
vast administrative tasks. 

Hid '.-administrative problem of 
nationalization is immense, but it 
involves only a single organization, 
the government. What Is more im- 
portant, however, is the question 
of expediency. What confidence 
has the McGill Liberal Party In it- 
self that it could convince the mon- 
opolists that government econo- 
mists sitting in Ottawa could ad- 
minister both to the needs of the 
country and to the monopolists 
better than the monopolists them- 
selves? Big business would never 
admit this contention and yield 
part control of their industry to 
government economists. 

Neither socialist party in Canada 
is pledged" to doctrinaire socialism. 
Each of them is seeking a rational 
solution to the country's problems 
whereby each one is considered on 
lis own merits. There can be and 
there is no mechanistic solution to 
these problems, by which the solv- 
ing of one automatically solves ail. 
Anyone who accuses either of 
these parties of being wedded to 
public enterprise deliberately falsi- 
fies the truth. Prosperity demands 
flexibility in our thinking, capable 
of adjustment to changing condi- 
tions. li&k^Ji

Music Notes

A large and cnthusiaillc audience 
responded vociferously to the 
Taubcr concert at Carrie Gymn 
last night. Mr. Tauber, the posses- 
sor of a remarkably clear and 
powerful tenor voice'. Is also one of 
the last of a scncration of artlsl- 
showmcn. xlis mannerisms and ex- 
pansive gestures were a wonder' to 
behold, though as a rule they were 
hardly in harmony with the con- 
text of the songsg which they om- 
bellished. 

The concert opened inausplcl- 
ously with the old Italian nlr Caro 
Mio Ben. This delicate little draw- 
ing room piece was sung full voice 
for "effect," the effect produced 
bcins one of Incongruity. Following 
protracted applause, an air from 
Mignon was sung in the same man- 
ner, and the group concluded by a 
song from Lalo's "Le Roi d'Ys," 
sung with restraint, lightness and 
humor. 

Mr. Tauber was apparently much 
more at home In a group of Schu- 
bert; lieder, which was by far the 
most satisfying portion of the con- 
cert. Here his affectations were at 
a minimum, and he s'ang with 
authority and insight. The encores 
to this group were sung in English 
which, if anything, detracted from 
their effectiveness. The line in 
Schubert's 'Serenade' which read 
"There is nought to fear", was ac- 
companied by an incestuous leer 
which was far from reassuring. 

It was possible at times to catch 
glimpses of the artist who com- 
manded the admiration of large 
European audiences in the decades 
previous to the war. Mr. Tauber's 
exhubcrance and. "grand manner" 
as well as his striking vocal reson- 
ance was rewarded by an unuiu- 
ally fine audience response. 

Thq latter part of the program 
was comprised of songs in a lighter 
vein. The tour de force jitt this 
group was "For You Alone".'" Songs 
from Lehar operettas and an ar- 
rangement of "Vienna Woods" con- 
cluded the program.

FINANXIAL: 

The turnover of financiàr records 
was arranged to take place on 
Tuesday, November Sth, but owing 
to the condition of the financial 
records of the McGill Student Vet- 
erans' Society, OS represented in its 
boolu, it was impossible to make 
a proper turnover at that time. 
Since theii efforts have been made 
by an accoAntant, Mr. J, W. Park- 
inson, with the treasurer, of the old 
executive, and with the treasurer 
of the new executive to straighten 
out the confusion existing in the 
books. This should make possible 
the turnover of the financial af- 
fairs of the society in the Rear fu- 
ture. ... 
HOUSING: 

The turnover of the Housing 
Committee was not entirely satis- 
factory as no written records of 
the previous year's activities exist- 
ed, aside from articles which had 
appeared in the McGill Daily, and 
no copies of these articles were 
supplied. Enough verbal informa- 
tion, however, was passed on to 
the incoming Housing Director to 
enable him at least to get started. 

A concerted attempt has been 
made to , gather information and 
facts. These were presented at a 
Housing Committee meeting on 
November 13th, 1946. A general 
outline of this information is as 
follows: 

The overall housing situation is 
good but there is room for im- 
provement in the actual cost. The 
University Is to be commended for 
the active way in which they have 
tackled the problem. There is ac- 
commodation available at present, 
mainly at Peterson Besidcncc with 
some rooms vacant in the vicinity 
of McGlll. There is an additional 
men's residence, at a place suggest- 
ed by the previous executive, in 
the offing, but' final negotiations 
have not been completed. 

Minety-iive per cent ot McGill 
veterans have little .j>ri^o^,,Gomr 
plaint about their/ aeeommodatlra 
according to the returned question' 
naires. 

CORRESPONDENCE: 

On October 21st, 1946, according 
to an article In the McGill Daily, 
resolutions 'with the approval of 
the executive were sent to the Min- 
isters of National Defence, Becon' 
struction. Veteran Affairs, and Lo- 
cal Housing Controller Hodgson 
with regard to the proposed sale ot 
Ross House. No report ot an execu- 
tive meeting to approve ot this ac 
tion was given to the new execu 
live, nor were copies of tiiese wires 
given to either the new Secretary 
or new Housing Diircctpr. • 

CONSTITOTIONAL: 

On October 23rd, 1045, an amend 
ment was ntfii? to the constitution 
adding a Housing Director to the 
list ot office». He was to have a 
committee of six members to work 
with him. This amendment to the 
constitution was not entered on the 
official copy of the constitution on 
file in the office of the Secretary 
of the McGill Uniohi nor was any 
report made to the Students EX' 
ecutive Council as is required. 

It is noted that at that meeting 
ill October, 1945, a membership 
secretary was elected, and again 
In October, 1046. This position is 
not listed in the constitution. (The 
present executive proposes to use 
the services of the elected mem' 
bership secretary, and later^moye 
an 'amendment to the constitution 
to regularize this procedure.) 
MEMBERSHIP LIST: 

On November ïth, 1945, the Sec 
retary wrote to the Montreal Com- 
mittee of the Canadian Tribune, 
which we believe to be a'propa 
ganda organ for the- Labour Fro^ 
gresslve Party, the tollowing let' 
ter:

Veterans' Society I would like to 
thanlc you for your offer to dis 
tribute complimentary copies to our 
members.

Witrt" reference to the matter of 
distribution. As we arc not plan- 
ning a general meeting in the very 
near future, I'm afraid that way 
will not be suitable. We could either 
hand them out to the veterans 
along with their membership cards 
when we hold a general registra' 
tlon ot veterans next week, or 1 
could send yoti the names and ad- 
dresses of our" members and have 
you send them directly. If it can 
be arranged without too much 
trouble we feel that the latter 
method would be much more ef- 
ficient
